HERE ARE some of his 
statements made last week 
when he spoke in Tulare: 

WELFARE ON anational 
basis is a colossal if not a 
complete failure. Each 
year the welfare program 
should be measured in 
terms of success in reduc- 
ing welfare, But itis grow- 
ing larger and larger. We 
must make welfare salvage 
people instead of its beinga 
hopeless dead end of the 
road for them. 


UNDER MEDI-CAL 
we’ve created a program in 
which the working man and 
woman gets sick of being 
taxed to provide a quality 
of medical services for a 
group of fellow citizens 
that they can’t even pro- 
vide for their own families. 
The basic problem with the 
plan is that there is no 
restraint on individual use.

Prison labor is 
not the permanent answer 
to the labor shortage and 
Cesar Chavez does not have 
to tell us that.

At present there are 
about 4,400 acres of prunes 
in Tulare and Fresno coun- 
ties, with not quite 50 per 
cent of this acreage now in 
production. The Tule River 
cooperative has about half 
of this total acreage. 

Honeycutt estimates an 
80 per cent crop this year, 
but due to adverse weather 
last spring during the 
blooming period, individual 
grower crops varied great- 
ly from half a crop to pos- 
sibly more than a 110 per 
cent crop. 

Ninety-five per cent of 
the 1967 prune crop was 
machine harvested, ac- 
cording to Honeycutt, who 
says that some difficulty 
was encountered getting 
pickers for the other five 
per cent. 

As for handling, prunes 
are brought out of the or- 
chards in bins holding 1,000 
pounds, with these bins 
transported 12 at a time 
by new-type ‘‘straddle”’

At the dryer, fresh fruit 
is dumped into a cleaner 
and washer, carried by 
endless belt onto trays that 
hold 50 pounds each and 
are stacked 25 high, moved 
by flat cars on atrack sys- 
tem into drying tunnels 
where they are held for 
about 24 hours at 165 de- 
grees of heat from gas- 
fired furnaces, or until 
moisture content is reduc- 
ed to 18-20 per cent. 

Dried prunes are stored 
in bins in a warehouse for 
about a week, where they 
are constantly checked for 
excessive moistureand 
‘*hot spots.”’ 

Some are dumped from 
the original bin intoanother 
bin to aid the seasoning 
process and to kill the hot 
spots that may build up 
from excessive moisture. 

Maturity of the prunes 
when picked determines 
time in the dryers and later 
handling. Object is tocome 
up with a mellow dried 
prune that is high in sugar 
content and has also as 
much moisture content as 
possible without danger of 
spoilage. Ideal time to pick 
is at the peak of maturity. 

From the Tule River 
dryers, about 95 per cent 
of the dried prunes go to 
Sunsweet at San Jose for 
further processing, pack- 
aging and marketing; about 
five per cent go to com- 
mercial processors. 

*‘The prune cooperative 
fills a need for growers, 
since it provides a modern 
facility that is probably

better and more efficient 
than most individual grow- 
ers could provide,’’ Honey- 
cutt. says. ‘‘The coopera- 
tive also keeps the eventual 
product under grower con- 
trol for an addtional step 
in the move toward the 
consumer market. 

‘‘And from a community 
standpoint, the dryer pro- 
vides. jobs for local peo- 
ple, and also is a tax- 
producing enterprise with- 
out bringing with it prob- 
lems of population in- 
crease.” 

Planting of prune acre- 
age has been heavy in Tu- 
lare county during the past 
several years, with trend 
toward more trees per 
acre. In the ‘‘old days,”’ 
75 trees per acre was about 
standard; now 90 to 120 
trees are common, and in 
some plantings, 140 trees 
per acre. Ideal prune soil 
is a deep, sandy loam. 

California now produces 
75 per cent of the nation’s 
prunes; Tulare county now 
has two per cent of the 
state’s production, and 12

In spite of the growth of 
the Tule River Cooperative 
Dryers, and the extent of 
new plantings in California 
and Tulare county, the fu- 
ture for prune growers is 
not entirely bright. 

More prunes are in the 
ground right now than have 
ever been sold, or can 
probably be sold in the 
foreseeable future, conse- 
quently, growers face the 
old bugaboo of agriculture - 
overproduction, or under- 
consumption. 

To meet this problem, a 
referendum is coming upin 
November, which if passed 
by growers, then by pro- 
cessors, would give the 
U. S. secretary of agri- 
culture the right to halt 
planting of new prune acre- 
age until suchtime as mar- 
ket demand catches up with 
production, 

If the prune industry in- 
dicates favor of this policy 
by referendum, it will still 
be the prerogative of the 
secretary of agriculture to 
curtail or not curtail plant- 
ings.
